Election/Restriction 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

(1) the double stranded DNA recognizing substance is a double stranded DNA recognizing 
antibody (claim 4) 

(2) the double stranded DNA recognizing substance is a DNA transcription factor (claim 5) 

(3) the double stranded DNA recognizing substance is a protein having Zn finger motif or 
Ring finger motif (claim 6) 

(4) the double stranded DNA recognizing substance is peptide nucleic acid (claim 7) 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for
